Mr. Charles 
De Kay, who went to Paris early in 
July, to enlist the interest and support 
of the French Government in the plan, 
has, it is reported from Paris, heen 
obliged to relinquish any idea of the 
projects being carried through, at least 
this year. He is reported to have found 
indifference on the part of both the 
Government and artists to engage in the 
enterprise. 


SPANISH ART EXHIBITION. 

Word came from Mexico City that a 
committee of patriotic Spaniards of 
| Mexico have plans under way to pro- 
vide an exhibition of Spanish art in this 
city early in the coming winter. They 
have sought the co-operation of Mr. 
Archer M. Huntington and hope to 
held the exhibition in the Hispanic 
| Museum, but if it is not heid there they 
\intend to procure another gallery for it. 
‘The same men organized the exhibition 
l of Spanish Art which opened in Mex- 
ico city on September 1 in connection 
with the Mexican centennial celebration 
and continues throughout the month, 
The Mexican Government contributed 
$35,000 gold toward the building for the 
art exhibit. 

The exhibit to be sent tc ~w Yor! 
is expected to include abou’ and 
examples, mainly of paintin 
ture. It is to be entirely 
work. Some of the painters to be re- 
presented besides Sorolla and Zuloaga 
‘are Benedito, Garnello, Chicharro, Bil- 
' bao, Nogales and Hermoso Martinez. 

The committee expresses a hope to 
satisfy a desire which they see for a

and to this end they purpose sending 
the exhibition to some of those coun- .

| Arrangements are being made in 
|Montevideo, Uruguay, for the display 
‘there of the American exhibition of 
| paintings now at Buenos Ayres, Argen- 
‘tina. Mr. Edwin V. Morgan, United 
States Minister to Uruguay, reported to 
‘the State Department that the Mayor 
of Montevideo had offered a suitable 
‘building for the exhibition. 

The promoters of the affair are now 
seeking a guarantee of $5,000 to cover 
possible loss from entrance fees. Min- 
ister Morgan has been notified that the 
United States Government is not in a 
position to furnish the guarantee. In 
his message Minister Morgan says: 
“The exhibition is to take place in Feb- 
ruary next, and the paintings are to be 
supplemented by additional ones from 
the United States. Mr. Trask, who was 
just on a. visit to Montevideo, has 
agreed to undertake the direction of the 
exhibition on condition that he be given 
a guarantee of $5,000 to cover possible 
loss from entrance fees. This exhibi- 
tion, if held, will be the first distinctly 
American exhibition of pictures ever 
held in South America.”

Dr. I. M. Cline, who has been a resi 
dent of New Orleans for about eight | 
years, furnishes an example of what) 
one can accomplish, with artistic taste | 
though limited means.

He was a member of the Century 
and Lotos clubs, the National Academy 
of Design, the Artists’ Aid Society and 
a trustee of the American Fine Arts 
Society.

|essary canvas, colors and brushes, and 
painted without any preliminary in- 
struction or knowledge. This ignorance 


was the secret of his ability and suc- 
cess. His figures placed in ugly atti- 


tudes resemble wooden gods of a baro- 
que mythology. His landscapes were 
painted with dash and sincerity, but 
they were so suspended in space that 
one always felt they might fall out of 
their frames on one’s head. Rousseau 
exhibited at the Autumn Salon every 
year, and his display, as a Paris journal 
naively remarks, “was always one of 
the joys of the exhibition.” 





Emmanuel Fremiet. 
Emmanuel Fremiet, the noted French 
|sculptor, died Sept. 11. He was a Grand 
| Mficer of the Legion of Honor and a 
member of the Institute of France. 

Emmanuel Fremiet was born in Paris 
| Dec. 15, 1824. He was the nephew of 
the sculptor, Rude, and spent several 
of the first years of hts career studying 
in his uncle’s studio. He also did much 
work at the Clinic in Paris, making 
anatomical studies for the Orfila Mus- 
eum. He became interested early in his 
career in animal sculpture, and devoted 


himself to the study of zoology. He 
first exhibited in the Paris Salon of 





1843 with the plaster study of a ga- 
| zelle, and from then on he rapidly be- 
‘came known a master in animal 
sculpture and design. 

| At the exposition of 1867 he took the 
‘second medal, and in 1887 he received 
the Medal of Honor. He was decorated 
with the Legion of Honor in 1860. In 
1875 Fremiet was appointed Professor 
of Animal Design at the Museum of 
Natural History in Paris. 

Fremiet made a good many eques- 
trian statues. His work is scattered all 
over Paris, in galleries, public buildings, 
squares and private houses. What 
generally spoken of as h‘s masterpiece, 
“The Wounded Hound,” is now in the 
Luxembourg Gallery. Following are 
some of his best-known works: “The 
Horse at Montfaucon.” which created a 
great sensation, and was bought in 
|1853 by the Minister of State; ‘“Police- 
man on Iforseback,” “Kitten,” “Gatlic 
“Napoleon I.,” “Man of the 
Stone Age.” “The Knight Errant,”

PARIS LETTER. 





Paris, Sept. 7, 1910. 

During the middle week of August 
an intensely interesting event took place 
at the palace of Versailles, the presen- 
tation of the gift of the State of Vir- 
ginia to the French nation of a bronze 
statue of Washington, a replica of the 
celebrated masterpiece by the French 
sculptor, Houdon, in the Capitol at 
Richmond. The ceremony took place 
in the vestibule Napoléon, presided 
over by General Brun, Minister of War, 
and who accepted the statue on behalf 
of the French Government. Colonel 
James Mann of Norfolk, chairman; 
Senator Don P. Halsey and Senator F. 
\V. King, the Commissioners from Vir- 
ginia made the presentation, The court- 
yard was lined with infantry and caval- 
ry and the ceremony was distinctly 
military. The statue stands at the end 
of the pillared hall and a trophy of 
American and French flags with two 
Virginia State colors hung over it as 
Captain Comte de Chambrun, great 
grandson of Lafayette and Military 
Attaché at the French Embassy in 
Washington, unveiled the bronze gift. 
'In the marble pedestal is sealed a parch- 
ment list of the French officers and 
soldiers who fought for the indepen- 
dence of America. The American Am- 
bassador, Mr. Robert Bacon and M. 
Jusserand, Irench Ambassador to 
America were present and took part, 
President Falliéres was represented by 
a member of his military household and 
many American and French people of 
prominence were present. Two im- 
portant marble statues have recently 
been placed in the Gardens of the 
Tuileries. One to Waldeck Rousseau, 
by L. Marqueste, representing the great 
statesman by a marble bust between 
two columns, with a bronze flying 
figure holding a palm leaf in one hand 
and pointing beyond with the other. 
before the bust and standing on the 
lower part of the pedestal are three life 
size figures in marble: France, repre- 
senting two workmen who are turned 
and looking at the bust. The other is a 
marble monument to Jules Ferry, the 
salon exhibit of G. Michel this year. 
|This immense piece of marble work is 
a composition of several figures sur- 
rounding this statesman in the attitude 
|of making a speech.
